All divisions waich had gone to troop training grounds were confimed 
up to mid-September 1950. Although no definite information on -the 
training procedure is available, it is believed that training at at 
least regimental level was completed in the course of September 1950. 
Some reports contained indications that units would return to their 
home stations from the troop training grounds after the end of September 
1950. or example, a revort fran Bernau stated that the post bakery 
returned and resumed operation in mid-September 1950; a report from 
Camp Born at Letzling Heath said that troops would start leaving on 

25 September 19503 and a report from Saalfeld mentioned the arrival of 
an advance party of a component unit of the 39th Cds te Wife Div 

on 8 September 1950. 


No large=scale maneuvers outside the troop training grounds, involving 
‘elements of more than one division, were cbserved prior to mid-Septom- 
per 1950. At the end of August 1950, it was reported that a third end- 
leading ramp was quickly constructed in Belzig to facilitate the unload- 
ing of tank units from trains during the period from 23 to 28 September 
1950, It is considered possible that troops will again hold Large~ 
scale fall maneuvers in the Burce-Genthin-Brandenburg-Belzig-derbst area, 
as they did in 199.

Other hitherto unidentified units 
from Jueterbog and Satzkorn, which were unloaded ab the Letgling Heath 
detraining points of Yolmirstedt amd Colbitaz between 19 and 25 Aubust 
1950, may have been headquarters units of hoth the Third Gds Mecz 
Army and the Fourth Gds Meca Army. 


According to numerous reports, most of the elements of the Ist tecz Div, 
the 9th Gds Tmk Div and the 12th Gds Tank Div of the Second Gds Mecs 
Army, the 10th Gds Tank Div of the *ourth Gds Mecz Army, and the 9th 
Gds Etz Rifle Div of the Third Shock Army continued training at their 
posts during August and September 1950. But they also detached some 
units for short periods of training in other areas. Specifically 

the following information supports the above: 


(1) As in June and July 1950, component units cf the lst Meca Div 
were also entrained at the Dallvow-Doeherits railroad station 
in August 1950, presumably for short training cycles in the 
¥Verder-Markendorf and |ltengrabow manetiver areas, from where 
trains returnin; to Tallgow-VDoeberitz were observed in late 
August 1950. 
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(2) Several reports indicate that elements ofthe 9th Gds tank Div 
from Neustrelitz and Neubrandenburg held major field exercises 
in the area north of Mirow ami at Mueritz Lake during the first 
half of August 1950. Reports on raii movements indicated that 
elements of this division went to the Luckenwalde training area 
on © August and returned to their post on 26 August 1950 upon 
completion of short field exercises. Units of the 9th Gds 
Tank Div from Neustrelitz and Neubrandenburg left for field 
exercises on 19 September 1950 and the days following. (nly 
guard details remained in Neustrelita. Another report indi- 
cated that the units started a field exercise, allegedly lasting 
five days, in the area south of Zehdenick on 2h, Septerber 1950. 


(3) Trains moving from Jueterbog and Altengrabow to Nevruppin in 
Late August 1950 presumably carried recket launcher and mortar 
componentsf#£ the 12th Gds Tank Div, which returned to their post 
upon completion of a short practice period in the Jueterbog 

' and the Altengrabow areas. 


(4) Since motorized columns of the 10th Gds Tank Div were seen in 
the Luckenwalde area in late August 1950, and since a train 
carrying tanks of this division traveled from Rathenow toward 
Brandenburg on 7 September 1950, it is believed that component 
units of the lOth Gds Tank Div held short training exercises 
in the area south of Rathenow and in the luckenwalde area in late 
August and early “eptember 1950. Five trains going from Rathencw 
to Satzkorn and one train bound for Altengrabow in late August 
and early September 1950 may have also carried elements of the 
10th Gds Tank Div. Other component units of this division were 
engaged in field exercises at the nearby Doeberitz troop training 
grounds at tho end of August 1950. 


(5) Component unitsof the 9th Gds “tz Rifle Div held field exercises 
in the area south of “ismar and in the area south of Schwerin- 
oa at the end of August ard the beginning of September 
1950. 


Other field exercises, primarily involving elements of the 207th Mtz Rifle 
Div from Stendal and Gardelegen, were conducted in the area south of 
Salgwedel in late August and early September 1950, Tank exercises in 

the area west of Baruth in early September 1950 were presumably held by 
troops from the Werder-Markendorf maneuver area. 


Since a rocket launcher unit was seen on a train going from Jueterbog to 
Neuruppin on 2) August 1950, and since rocket launcher elements of the 
Lith Gds Tark Div and the 8th Gds lfeez Div were observed on a southbound 
train passing through Dessau on 26 August 1950, it seems possible that 
recket launcher elements of several divisions may have been concentrated 
at Jueterbog about the middle of August 1950, possibly to fire for record.

The boxcars had to be capable of long-distance runs, winterized, and converted 

for the transportation of troops. It can thereZore be expected that new 

recruits from the U.5.0.lt. may arrive in the Soviet Zone of Germany at and 

after the end of September 1250. In that event, it is belleved that the

The construction of a railroad line betveen Loewenberg and \bhers- 
walde, a distance of O kw, is planned. Survey work is already in 
progress. The new line, which bypasses Berlin to the north, would 
establish a new East~lest connection between Frankfurt/Oder or 
Kuestrin, and Hamburg via Wittenberg. 


The reconstruction of the important single-track cross connection 
between Frankfurt/Oder and Yuestrin is progressing. xcept for the 
bridge across the "Old Oder" north of Neitwein, this project is 
completed. 


fhe Neisse River bridge near Guben is to be closed because it is 
no longer considered to be safe for traffic. Traffic is to be re- 
routed via the Forst border crossing point. 


he parts of the railroad bridge across the Feene River near Aarnin 
which are not in use are being dismantled for use at some other 
place. This bridse is on.the dismantled Ducherow-Swinemuende Line. 
This indicates that reconstruction of this line is not planned in the 
foreseeable future. 


The reorganization and/or reduction of the locomotive columns operat- 
ing for the Soviets was confirmed by further information. 


Special routelines and coaling stations were agreed upon for the 
Soviet transit traffic throvgh Poland, insofar as it is handled by 
German Locomotive colwans. This traffic will henceforth be restrict- 
ed to three raites which lead via the kuestrin-Kietz, Frankfurt/oder, 
and Guben border cressing peints. 


Grain shipments from the U.5.5.h. to the Soviet Zone of Germany 
were handled from the end of July to the end of August 1950 by the | 
employment of special grain shuttle trains, It is believed that 
these grain shipments are for the supply of both the occupation 
troops and the German population. 


Loading facilities such as loading ramps, cranes, loading tracks, ap- 
proach roads etc., in the Cottous railroad district had to be report- 
ed, This is a purely military measure. It is believed that similar 

reports had to be turned in all over the zone, however, this has not 

yet been confimed. 


eee eee railroad tank cars were 
available in the Soviet Zone of Vermany on 17 August 1950. Of these, 


approximately 3,000 are reportedly reserved for the shipment of 
benzine and benzgol, Because the turn-around time of tank cars is so 
long, there is a shortage of this type of car.

Reports from several military posts indicated that the component units 
of both the 13th Gds Mecz Div and the 95th Gds Mtz wifle Div which 
had moved to the Yoellersheim troop training grounds were still there 
by the end of August and the beginning of September 1950.

A new railroad ferry across the Danube River was opened between Calafat, 
Rumania, and Vidin, Bulgaria, on 1 August 1950.

Its reported capacity 
of 30 railroad cars surpasses that of the other railroad ferry between 
Glurgiu, kumania, and Ruse, Bulgaria, by 50 percent. The new railroad 
ferry can handle 10 to 12 trains in a 2h-hour period,
